(Text) Dear comrades, while opening this plenum of the Central Committee 
we respectfully remember Comrade Ahmet Saydam, Politburo member and the 
heroic soldier of our party's struggle. We respectfully bow before his 
memory and the memories of our comrades who were killed by the antipeople 
fascists and Maciets. Comrades, the Turkish Communist Party (TCP) Central 
Committee plenum is convening on the 35th anniversary of the great vic- 
tory won by the Soviet Union and all antifascist forces against fascien. 
Thies historic action which led to great changes in the balance of forces 
in the world constituted the basie for the foundation of the world social- 
ist system. it paved the way for the success of the international com 
munist and workers movement and of national liberation movements as well 
as for the collapse of imperialiem's colonialist system. If the European 
peoples have not been in any ware during the past 35 years, they owe this, 
firet and foremost, to the Red Army and the Soviet people who defeated 
fasciem at the cost of innumerable marcyre in the great fatherland war. 


Today, too, the consistent Leninist peace policy of our great neighbor, 
the Soviet Union, constitutes the strongest support for all the pesee 
forces’ struggle to protect detente and bring about disarmament. Comrades, 
the present TCP Central Committee plenum is special in that it is conven- 
ing on the 110th anniversary of Lenin's birth, the immortal leader of the 
world working class. For this reason it would be appropriate, while open-

It ie a vigor- 
ows and viable ecientific teaching which is developing and becoming 
enriched with the active world revolutionary process and with the setrugale 
experiences of the international communist and worker movement. There-

The strengthening of the world socialist system=--headed by Lenin's country 
the Soviet Union--and real socialiem with each passing day, the victories 
of the communist and worker parties which wage their struggles under the 
Leniniet flag, the national liberation movements which, with the inspiring 
effects of Leniniem, achieve brilliant victories, all these prove the 
correctness and invincibility of Leninist aims and principles. 


The strength of the TCP's policy--which hase been confirmed by past 
developmente--ie derived from the fact that it is based on the objective 
laws of social life and from the fact that it is a Marxist-Leninist policy 
in ite scientific foundations. 


The TCP is becoming organized throughout the country, it is becoming 
increasingly strong despite ail the terror and oppression and its 
effectiveness and respectability are growing nationwide. This is because 
the TCP is a Leninist party of the new type. 





Our invincible ideology is Marxism-Leninism. This effective weapon is in 
our hands in our struggle to lead the Turkish working class and our people 
to victory. 


Comrades, another reason why the Central Committee plenum is special is 
that it ie convening on the 60th anniversary of our party. The TCP 
Central Committee Politburo decided to greet this anniversary with new 
steps to strengthen the party politically, ideologically and organiza- 
tionally and to establish closer ties with the masses. The basic slogan 
of the party this year is “Strengthen the party, join the TCP.” 


In all ite activities our party is based on the working class, on the 
toiling masses, on their struggles and struggle experiences. It is work- 
ing in order to further spread the aims and principles of Marxisa- 
Leniniem among the masses and to make the masses grasp the party policy 
on the basis of their own experiences. 


Comrades, a main characteristic of the plenum is determined by the present 
domestic and foreign political conditions and by the nw era which is 
emerging both in the international and domestic situations. The advance 











democratic revolutionary etrategy of our party, which leads the way for 
eocialieom hae been drawn up in accordance with the etage we are now in 
and in accordance with the classes’ mutual etandse. However, at every 
changing etage of the clase struggles, our party quet review and readjust 
the policies and tactics it pureues according to the balance of forces. 
The Central Committee plenum ie important in thie respect. 


In the international field, imperialiem, primarily the U.S. imperialiesa 
and the NATO ruling forces, are increasing tension dangerously. They 
are trying to revive the cold war period. They are inciting anti- 
Sovietieom. They are intexc!vely escalating the arm race. They are 
stepping up their hegemonistic and expansionist efforte in the world and 
in our region. 





In addition to ite decision to place new nuclear missiles in Western 
Europe, the United States ie strengthening ite military positions in the 
eastern Mediterranean, in the Near East and Middle East. The new slavery 
agreement the United States recently imposed on Turkey is part of 
imperialiem's aggressive plane in the regiou. 


The developments in Turkey become increasingly important at thie stage of 
tension in the international situation, at this new and dangerous ;eriod. 
The imperialist countries are using the deep economic crisis in Turkey as 
a tool for exerting more intensive pressure on it. In parallel with this 
process, the collaborationist and monopolist bourgeoisie is establishing 
closer cooperation with the imperialist monopolies. The monopolization 
process is escalating. The signe of state monopoly capitalism are emerg- 
ing more clearly. The militarist clique is establishing closer ties with 
the collaborationist aud monopolist bourgeoisie. The army's and mili- 
tariem's influence in the political life is growing. The attacke of the 
reactionary governmert, which protects the interest of the imperialist 
circles and the monopolies against the working class, the communiete and 
all democratic forces are increasing. Under these conditions, the strikes 
of the working clase and toiling masees are growing once again. 


The Central Committee plenum is now meeting to examine this new situation 
and the political developments in the international field and in our 
country, to assess the struggles of the working clase and of the masses, 
to solve the problems facing us, to determine the duties tuat must be 
discharged by the party, to assess perspectives and horizons and to make 
decisions. 


Peace and the Preservation of Detente 


Comrades, the 70's, including the 2 years since the last Central Committee 
plenum, have been a period of further strengthening for the Soviet Union 
as well as the world socialist system. During this period, the world 
revolutionary process made new achievements and the international workers 
movement and the nationai '‘oeration movements gained more strength. The 








collapee of he shah of Iran, the toppling of the Somoga dictatorship in 
Nicaragua, the attainment of a new etage of the revolution in Afghanistan, 
the repulsion of the Beijing aggressors by Vietnam and the independence 

of Zimbabwe are a few examples that prove thie development. The dominant 
tendency in international relations ie still the tendency of political 
detente. This process, which deeply affects all humanity and which lays 
the ground for class etruggles in capitalist countries, has reached 
prominence through the continuous peaceful and Leninist policies of the 
socialist countries led by the Soviet Union. 


Currently, genuine socialiem has emerged as a predominant factor in 
international relations on the issue of peace or war. International 
reaction, imperialiem led by the expansionist and pro-American circles, 
the ruling forces in NATO, on the other hand, have never refrained from 
actions to undermine the process of peace and detente. In recent years, 
intensified efforts to begin a new round of the nuclear arms race reached 
a new stage. As it loses its chances to dominate other countries, 
imperialiem intensifies ite aggression. The resolutions of the NATO 
summit held in Washington in 1978, the 1979 NATO resolution to deploy 

new U.S. nuclear missiles in Western Europe and the underm ng of tue 
SALT Il agreements by the United States are some of the steps in chis 
dangerous process. Thus U.S. imperialism desires to pursue a policy of 
confrontation with socialist countries instead of a policy of detente and 
to tip the close global arms balance in its own favor. The hegemonist 
Beijing administration has openly become imperialiem's strong ally in this 
process. International reaction often talks about the Chinese trump card. 


Especially in recent times, U.S. imperialism has taken steps in a bid to 
strain the international situation, to bring the cold war period back and 
to intensify the menace of a nuclear war. It is using the allegations of 
a Soviet threat to hide ite expansionist and aggressive moves in the world 
at large and particularly in our region. Using Afghanistan as a pretext, 
it is fanning anti-Sovietism. It is poisoning the int: rnational atmos- 
phere by forcing its allies in Europe to impose an economic embargo on 

the Soviet Union and to boycott the Moscow Olympic Games. 


Acting upon the request of ite legal government, the Soviet Union has 
extended aid--including military aid--to Afghanistan. This aid is aimed 
at preserving Afghanistan's national independence and freedom in the 
face of foreign aggressive moves. Since the April 1978 revolution, 
aggression by counterrevolutionaries--organized by the U.S. imperialists 
and the Chinese hegemoniste--has uninterruptedly continued. On several 
occasions, Afghan governments have asked for aid from the Soviet Union. 
With the collapse of the despotic Amin regime, the Afghan revolution 
reached a new stage. A plot by the imperialist forces and by the armed 
counterrevolutionary gange threatened Afghanistan with the danger of 
lowing ite national independence and of becoming a bridgehead of 
imperialism. Under these circumstances and in accordance with inter- 
national and bilateral agreements, the Soviet Union sent military troops 

















to that country in a bid to aid the Afghan people to repel foreign aggres~ 
sion, 


The Soviet Union declared that ae soon ae all kinds of aggression and 
interference in Afghanistan ceased, it would withdraw these troops. From 
the very firet day, the TCP and the Turkish working class supported and 
heartily approved thie internationaliet etand by the Soviet Union. 


Following developments in iran and Afghanistan, the Pentagon stepped up 
ite hegemoniet moves in our region. ite aim is to establish a net of 
military bases covering the Middle and Near East, the Indian Ocean and 
the African countries--a region considered volatile--to strengthen 
existing military positions in the area, to plunder exorbitantly the 
natural resources of the region--mainly the ofl reserves--and to use 
these countries as a tool for ite strategic plans against the Soviet 
Union, the other socialist countries and the national independence move- 
mente. 


The latest U.S. military action against Lran has proven once more to the 
world how imperialists trample upon the sovereignty of an independent 
country and how they endanger peace and security through adventurous 
provocations. 


Turkey playe a significant role in these plans of the expansionist and 
imperialist circles. Senior NATO officials as well as the imperialist 
press organs stress Turkey's significant role on NATO's southeastern 
flank, following developments in Iran and the collapse of CENTO. The 

U.S. Congress has lifted the arms embargo it imposed on Turkey. The U.S. 
administration increased military aid to Turkey. It resumed the opere- 
tion of its bases on our soil. It signed a new bilateral slavery agree- 
ment with Turkey, which pute Turkey further under the yoke of imperialien. 
Thus, the Pentagon is further strengthening ite military positions in our 
country in a bid to use Turkey as a tool in its aggressive plans in the 
Middle East. The use of U.S. bases in the aggressive action in Iran shows 
how the bilateral slavery agreement greatly endangers the security of the 
country and the lives of 45 million people. 


The Carter administration, which defines our region as a region of vital 
interest although it is located thousands of kilometers away, is pursuing 
the policies of the Truman Doctrine. It is trying to spread the aggres- 
sive NATO treaty's sphere of influence to the Middle East. By its 
adventurous doctrine and ite policies of brute force, the Carter admin- 
istration is endangering the security of the region and is undermining 
world peace and security. 


The world peace forces are exerting efforte to foil the expansionist plots 
of U.S. imperialism, to further the process of detente, to complement 
political detente with military detente and to take concrete steps toward 
disarmament. The mor* urgent task is to prevent the danger of a global 














nuclear war and to cancel NATO's resolution to deploy U.S. nuclear missiles 
in Europe. 


Comrade Brezhnev's concrete peace move, which he announced in Berlin, the 
consistent, peaceful policies of the Soviet Union, the constructive pro- 
posale by members of the Warsaw Pact=-which has been preserving peace for 
25 yeare--and the mounting peace moves by the European ond ocher peoples 
of the world, stand as a strong wall against the aggressive moves of 
imperialien, 


International communism is playing a significant role in the strengthen- 
ing of the struggle for peace. The joint and coordinated activities of 
fraternal parties to attain this objective are further increasing the 
effectiveness of the peace movement, as the meeting by the European com- 
munist and worker parties in Paris to discuss peace and disarmament and 
their joint call to European peoples has proved. To exert efforts to 
spread as widely as possible the peace call--which our party also 
approved--made in Paris and to support the joint struggle of all the 
peaceful forces for the realization of principles in the call, consti- 
tutes an important task for communists and party organizations alike.

(Text) Political Developments 


Our country's political life since the Central Committee plenum in 1978 
has been characterized by deep economic, social and political crises and 
by the harsh struggles waged by the working class and our people. The 
min political development of the past 2 years is the collapse of the 
RPP government and the establishment of the reactionary Demirel govern- 
ment, thus creating a new political situation. 





The RPP had won the support of the big and middle bourgeoisie with the 
exception of a small monopolistic minority collaborating with the 
imperialists. It was based on the votes of a major part of the toiling 
masses. However, its policy was founded on a conciliation between the 
nonmonopolistic bourgeoisie and imperialists and the collaborationist 
and monopolistic bourgeoisie. The policy of the RPP had a reformist 
bourgeoisie character. This is the source of the contradiction in the 
policy of the RPP. 


Both the international and domestic situations have gained new directions 
when the RPP-dominated government assumed power. NATO's sovereign circles 
had started their moves--which are clearly exposed today--to hinder the 
process of detente, to escalate nuclear armament and to change the mili- 
tary balance. The economic crisis had become more severe in all the 
centers of the capitalist world. Turkey was facing the deepest economic 
crisis in its history and the class struggles in our country had become 
harsher. A handful of monopolies were trying to create conditions more 








conducive to fully seizing the power of the state, to establishing estate 
monopoly capitaliem and to placing the burden of the economic crisis on 
‘ye tollere in a despotic manner. 


‘hie situation had presented all political forces with the following 
alternatives: To oppose the national majority with the imperialists and 
the collaborationist monopolies or to side with the people against 
-~mpertaliem and the collaborationist and monopolistic bourgeoisie. 


“nat line did the RPP administration follow under these conditions? In 
the field of foreign policy, the RPP-dominated government made timid moves 
(o obtain a (?relative) freedom of movement within NATO and to strengthen 
the cooperation with socialist countries. In the economic sphere, it took 
imited steps--which were, for the most part, not concluded=-to protect 
tne public sector and to nationalize underground resources. On the other 
‘and, it took certain measures--though grossly inadequate--to purge the 
state apparatus and the key positions of the economy of fascist elewents. 
jowever, these hardly visible moves by the RPP-dominated government were 
countered by the increased resistance of NATO's sovereign circles and of 
soc, Sabanci [prominent Turkish businessmen] and other monopolistic groups 
within Turkey. Fascist underground organizations launched an unprecedented 
‘ampaign of terrorism in accordance with the plans of the CIA and the MIT 
‘National Intelligence Organization]. So-called leftist terrorist organi- 
cations were also activated through the infiltrations by these centers-- 
tye CLA and the MIT. Throughout these developments, the Trojan horses 
within the government [the independent coalition partners of the govern- 
oent) forced the government to collaborate with the reactionaries. The 
_eaders of the Socialist International and the sectors within the RPP 
administration which are pro-NATO and which are connected with monopolis- 
tle forces played an effective role in this direction. 


As a result of its conciliatory policy, the RPP administration was becom 
ing rapidly isolated from the forces it was founded on and began to lose 
ite massive power. In time, it became more and more reconciled with the 
political forces of imperialism and the collaborationist and monopolistic 
bourgeoisie; so much so that, together with the sectors within the RPP 
edministration which combined their interests with the monpolies, the 
internal reactionaries succeeded in making the RPP-dominated government 
ley the foundations of their future plans. 


The developments showed the reality of the dilemma facing the RPP as well. 
The government, which did not side with the people, adopted a stand 
together with imperialists and monopolies against the people. The U.S. 
bases were reopened during this period. The high military expenditures 

of NATO, which further destroyed the economy of the country, were 
approved. The talks regarding the recently signed bilateral slavery 
agreement were started during this period. The government ceded to all 
the pressures by the IMF and the World Bank and the moves to establish 

a military economy were stepped up. A series of devaluations were 











effected. Through the inflationary policy, the toiling masses were 
crushed under unemployment and the high cost of living. Martial law 
wae enforced through ne pretext of the bloody Kahramanmaras massacre, 
“ye influence of the army in the political life thus began to increase. 


Not only did the RPP-dominated government regress in the face of the 
fascist NAP [Nationaliet Action Party) and ite armed underground organi- 
zations, but attacks against all masse democratic organizations were also 
atepped up. Some of these organizations were closed down. furthermore, 
labor union administrators were arrested and antidemocratic pressure on 
the presse was increased during the same period. This government post- 
poned more strikes than any other government since the 12 March period. 
This policy brought about the defeat of the RPP during the 14 October 
[1979] elections. In ite 1978 plenum, the TCP announced to the masses 
the RPP-dominated government's lack of ability, weaknesses and concilia- 
tory policy in dealing with the dangers facing our people. Our party 
called all anti-imperialist democratic forces to a unity of action and 
to form a united front. 


The TCP united the tactic of supporting even the smallest positive steps 
taken by the RPP-dominated government with the struggle against that 
government's policy toward conciliation with reactionism and with 

attempts to organize the people's struggle against imperialism, the 
sovereignty of the collaborationist monopolist bourgeoisie and the 

fascist danger. Throughout this period, the TCP was in the front line 

of the anti-imperialist democratic struggle waged by our people. A 

series of central political campaigns were launched throughout the coun- 
try for the first time during this period. Mass demonstrations were held 
to protest against NATO, the deployment of U.S. nuclear missiles in Western 
Europe, martial law, the closing down of the Progressive Youth Association 
\PYA), the Progressive Women's Association [PWA] and other democratic 
associations and in favor of closing down the NAP and insuring security 

of life. These demonstrations spread throughout the country as well as 
among Turkish workers employed abroad. These demonstrations played a 
significant role in preventing the irtimidation of the masses by martial 
law and acts of terror. Political campaigns increased the power of the 
masses to further struggle. They strengthened the democratic movement 

and the process toward a unity of action. 


These demonstrations also strengthened the TCP .oth quantitatively and 
qualitatively. The masses continued to struggle even after the RPP- 
dominated government was formed and martial law was imposed. However, 
as determined at a meeting held by the TCP Central Committee Politburo 
regional secretaries and those responsible for the affairs of the masses 
in 1979, mass movement entered a more stagnant period. The failure of 
the masses to see through the reformist demagogy of the RPP administra- 
tion, the increase of terror and pressure and the expansion of martial 
law, attempts by the bourgeoisie to divide the workers movement, the 
lack of unity among the democratic forces and the reflection of leftist 











and rightiet opportunist trends in the workers movement are the reasons 
for thie stagnation. Despite the success achieved in combining legal 

and illegal activities, the failure to achieve a unity of action among 
workers parties has undermined efforts toward increasing mass activities. 
Despite all this, the working clase continued its struggle against the 
results of the profound economic crieis and the sovereignty of the 
collaborationist monopolist bourgeoisie during the RPP administration. 
The etrike etaged by the Merein Soft Drink Factory workers and the 
Ankara march are concrete examples of this struggle. 


The TCP united the struggle outeide the Parliament with the election 
campaign. During the 14 October election campaign, the TCP called on 
voters not to vote in favor of reac.tonary parties, the fascist NAP and 
cendidates from the rightwing of the RPP. The party proposed to the 

lu. eh Labor Party [TLP], the Turkis: Socialist Workers Party [TSWP], 
Yurcish democrats, the leftwing of the RPP and all democratic forces to 
form a united election front. Had this proposal been realized, a sig- 
nificant step would have been caken toward recruiting to the democratic 
front the toiling masses which were disappointed with the RPP-dominated 
government's policy. One could have prevented the toiling masses from 
either being influenced by the demagogy of the reactionary parties or 
from being dragged to [word indistinct]. When the united election front 
failed to be realized, the TCP called all progressive forces to a unity 
of action in a bid to transform the election campaign into a nationwide 
joint democratic mass struggle. If such a campaign had been launched in 
a more effective manner, then firm ground would have been established 
toward organizing a powerful struggle against the reelection of a Demirel 
government. The TCP proposal was implemented--even though in a limited 
manner--in various provinces, and especially in Istanbul. A unity of 
action was achieved among, and joint demonstrations were held, by those 
favoring unity and solidarity, the TSWP and Kurdish democrats. This 
experiment has played a significant role in strengthening efforts toward 
aunity of action. The TCP actively worked during the election campaign 
in Istanbul under illegal conditions. Despite the short period of prepa- 
ration and unequal conditions vis-a-vis the other parties, the inde- 
pendent deputy from Istanbul supported by the TCP achieved considerable 
success. The 14 October election has been a measuring stick. It has 
created more suitable conditions toward a unity of action among the demo- 
cratic masses and workers parties. During the election campaign reac- 
tionary parties and primarily the Justice Party have, to a great extent, 
mobilized their voters [as heard]. A section of the masses supporting 
the RPP withheld its support from the RPP, thus bringing down the RPP- 
dominated government. With the formation of the reactionary Demirel 
government a new political situation was created. 


The Current Situation and the Struggles of Our People 


The main characteristics of the current situation are as follows: The 
pressures and hegemonistic moves by the imperialists, especially by the 











United Statee and NATO's sovereign circles, are acreasing. The exacer- 
bation of the economic crieie ise becoming increasingly evident. The 
living conditions of the working class and the people are rapidly 
deteriorating. The political system is assuming the qualities of a semi- 
military and despotic system. Fascist and so-called |. ftist political 
terroriem is gaining large dimensions. Sovereign forces are failing to 
attain the permanency they desire. The government is becoming worn out. 
Clase struggles are spreading and being intensified. 


The capitalist system, which ie dependent on imperialism, is currently 
undergoing a deep crisis. The economy is suffering from a continuous 
stagnation. The investments are decreasing and factories are producing 
at less than half capacity. The prices, on the other hand, are steadily 
increasing. The inflation rate is over 100 percent and 20 percent of the 
labor force is unemployed. Turkey's foreign debts exceed $20 billion. 


The conditions of capitalism's dependence on imperialisr  . © ‘act that 
the intermediary and raw materials for industry have to . impocted and 
agricultural products have to be exported at reduced pr. «> due to a 
series of devaluations are all leading the economy of the -uucry toward 
destruction. The primary cause of this destruction is our country's 
dependence on imperialism through new methods of colonialism. While, on 
the one hand, our country is being shaken by a severe economic crisis, 
on the other hand, the process of monopolization is being s:epped up. 
More and more small and medium-sized businesses are going bankrupt. 
Moreover, the positions of certain members of the big bourgeoisie are 
being disturbed. A few banks and a handful of monopolists like Koc and 
Sabanci, who are closely connected with these banks, are beginning to 
control the economy of the country. Based on the foundation created by 
the state capitalism for many years, these forces are now trying to con- 
trol the profitable state enterprises and abolish the state monopoly in 
these fields. They are also intensifying their efforts cto control the 
entire economy through their representatives as the key positions of the 
state such as Ozal [under secretary of the Prime Ministry and deputy 
under secretary of the State Planning Organization]. 


The representatives of the imperial st monopolies within the administra- 
tive mechanism of the economy and especially of the imperialist financial 
organizations are playing an effective role in this development. The 

FRG is becoming as active as the United States in this field. 


Developments related to state monopoly capitalism are becoming evident in 
Turkey as the process of monopolization is escalating. However, this 
process is far from being mature. The financial oligarchy, which has 
united with the imperialist monopolies, is using every possible means to 
accelerate this development and establish a monopolistic capitalism under 
these conditions of severe crisis. 
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The grave economic crieie facing our country has created wide possibili- 
ties for imperialist countries te inerease their pressures and intensify 
their hegemonietic moves. Certain disagreements between Turkey and the 
Vatted States, which began in 1974, are now being solved in accordance 
with the intereste of the taperieliete. The bilateral elavery agreement 
signed with the United States constituted the moet laportant etep in thie 
direction, Thies agreement and the U.S. and NATO bases on our soll createe 
a very dangerous atmosphere for Turkey in the Middle and Near facet, espe 
clally from the viewpoint of new developmente regarding iran. The economy 
of ovr country te being pleced under the control of new colonialier 
organizations like the IMF. The efforte to join the PEC threaten to 
further destroy the national industry and agriculture. The Turkish 
economy te being crushed under the expenditure for NATO and the heavy 
burden of armament imposed by sovereign circles. The military expendi- 
tures constitute over 40 percent of the current budget. Through the new 
expenditures tmposed by NATO under the name of modernization, the miii- 
tary burden on the economy te increasing. 


[t ie out of the question to further place the burden of the economic 
erisie on the working clase, to insure the interests of a handful of 
collaborationist and monopolist bourgeois and to transform our country 
into 4 complete nuclear arsenal and springboard for U.S. imperia\ion 
without further making the present system more reactionary. The fact that 
capital ie amassed in the hands of « emall minority affects the structure 
of power. The pressure of the imperialist forces, the most reactionary 
“Ollaborationist and aonopolist bourgeois circles and the ai litariet 
-lique on the etate machinery ie increasing. 


The reactionary government currently in power ie increasingly dependent 
on the reactionary circles within the armed forces. The government is 
maintaining close relations with the fasciet Nationalist Action Party, 
escalating terror through the martial law and the state machinery. Ase «4 
result, the effect of the ara@ed forces and the militariete on the polit- 
ical life te continuously increasing, progressively transforming the 
syetem into « paramilitary syetem based on brute force. Because of ite 
infiltration into the state machine, thie development is resulting in the 
escalation of the fascist menace. 


Based on 4 series of bills based on brute force, the reactionary govern- 
ment has already curtailed democratic rights and liberties. All legal 
and democratic organizations and associations have been closed down 
except for political parties, trade unions and other professional asso- 
clations. Oppressive measures are particularly directed toward the 
working clase and trade unions. The oppression and terror of the martial 
\aw on Turkish Kordestan ie being intensified. Among political forces, 
the communists are the ones who are particularly oppressed. Thousands of 
antifaeciete are being kept in dungeons. A total of 20,000 persone are 
being detained for political reasons. Torture has reached the dimensions 
of the 12 March [1971 military coup) period. The number of victim who 











euffered from faeciet » Maciete and so~caliled leftist terrorist 
groupe under the martial has increased four-fold during the reign 

of the Demirel government compared with the period the APP-dominated 
government ruled, Some 2,500 citizens were killed in terroriet incidents 
during the last 2 yeare. More than 100,000 citizens were detained and 
were taken to police stations, and stadium, 


The ruling classes want te go further than that. They are once more tak= 
ing up the teeue of establishing the etate security courte in a bid to 
amend the lawe 274 and 275 which our working clase (word indistinct) on 
15 and 16 June 1970. Efforte are being made to amend the constitution 
for reactionary purposes, in order to legalize 4 paramilitary system 
based on brute force under the guise of 4 presidential system. The 
emergency and etate of war bille are being prepared to further escalate 
these attempts. 


A comparison of the present system with the 12 March dictatorship--which 
our people etill remember with deep concern--taking into consideration 

the potential dangere they created would prove the gravity of the present 
@ituation. In addition to their similarities, some new developments are 
currently taking place in the international situation. The imperialists 
are stepping up the nuclear armament race, pursuing 4 policy of con- 
frontation toward the socialist countries. Moreover, the gravity of the 
present economic crisis being experienced in Turkey can in no way be com 
pared with the economic situation at that period. Since 1970, the process 
of gonopoligation has been intensified. The financial oligarchy-~the 

moet reactionary sector of the bourgeoiesie--ie much gore influential in 
the country now in comparison to the past. During the 12 March period, 
the internal conflicte of the bourgeoisie were emerging in the form of 
strong political confrontations; today these conflicts are generating 
political conciiiations despite the sharp reactions they are causing in 
the economic field. Thie tendency can be concretely observed in the stand 
of the rightist flank of the RPP. Thus our people are being confronted 
with « eyetem which ie sore oppressive, though more covertly, than the 

i2 March period, and which can lead to gore dangerous developments. 


the senior commandere of the armed forces primarily favor a RPP-Justice 
Party cooperation. The ultimatum by the commanders of the forces at the 
beginning of this year wae aleo in the same vein. imperialism and 
sovereign forces currently favor 4 regime of extreme oppression controlled 
by the armed forces, but having an appearance of 4 parliamentary govern- 
cent. However, there is aleo the danger of a military dictatorship and 

⸗ taeciet coup depending on the advemturist attempts of imperialism in the 
region. The tyranny of the sovereign classes does not only reveal their 
ageresecion, but it aleo reveals their weaknesses. The domestic conflicts 
of the bourgeoisie and their parties are increasing. Conciliations among 
the various bourgeois parties are inevitably temporary. The sovereign 
classes cannot achieve political stability. This situation is clearly 
reflected in the presidential e’ections. Despite all their efforts to 
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the contrary, the governments are being worm out and are losing mace 
support, They can no longer be confident of their future, Conflicts 
within aray ranke are aleo increasing, The dependence of the armed 
forces on U.S. and NATO generale, OYAK [Army Mutual Aid Association) 
deductions, the fact that privates and young officers are being forced 
by martial law commande to fight againet the people, the tyranny of 
higher ranke over the lower ranke and 111 treatment within the armed 
forees are qurturing these conflicts. Even within the higher ranke of 
the armed forces there ie disagreement concerning the administrative 
polictes of the current regime, 


The working clase, especially workers in the metallurgy and textile indue- 
(ries, are current 832* an arduove etrike campaign concerning their wage 
contracts. Over 40, workere are on etrike. Thie number wil) gradually 
‘nerease, These etrikes are being staged at « time when the government 

le trying to amend the wage contract eyetem and articles 274 and 275 
against workere rights, to control labor unions and to abolish syndical 
rights. More and gore strikes are being staged againet such oppression. 
Thue strikes are gaining 4 political aspect. Some 11,000 TARIS |Agricul- 
tural Sales Cooperatives Union) workers staged a courageous etrike in 
January and February. The Demirel government and the militariet clique 
sent tens of thousands of soldiers againet the striking workers in a bid 
(9 eecure the intereste of local and foreign gonopolies. This etrike is 
full of eignificant lessons for the working class. Whether or not a4 
revolution pureves a peaceful path, the workers have once sore seen that 
without the use of revolutionary force based on the masses, 4 struggle 
cannot achieve victory. 


Meamhile, it has once more been revealed that sovereign classes make use 
of devient leftists in order to drag workers into adventuriet attempts 
and untimely armed clashes in a bid to prevent the strengthening of the 
mace etruggie. The communiete warned the workers against thie tactic by 
the sovereign classes. However, they fought in the frontiines of the 
struggle ageinet the attacks of the government, the police and the 
gendarmerie. They did not desert the workers in their struggle. They 
helped the workers gain consciousness based on their experiences. Expres- 
sions of solidarity with the courageous TARIS workers, three regional 
general strikes, the rally and march in lemir, mase demonstrations 
throughout the country which lasted for daye and the nationwide soli- 
Garity have increased the struggle potential of the toilers and prevented 
further bloodier attacks by the sovereign reactionary forces. 


The activities throughout the country against the oppression of teachers 
on the anniversary of the Kahramanmaras massacre, masse rallies in Antalya, 
Ordu and Kocaeli upon the call of DISK [Confederation of Revolutionary 
Worker Unione), the active struggle against fascist provocation in Antakya 
and the masse rallies and marches held in the various parte of the country 
on 4 and 5 April in protest against NATO, unemployment and the high cost 
of living and for democratic righte and freedom are concrete examples of 
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the people's struggle. Progressive women organized demonstrations on 

8 March. The activities of the progressive youth continued in different 
waye and forme in regione under martial law command. Various activities 
expressing solidarity with the Afghan revolution were organized. 


The progressive mase organizatione of our workers employed abroad have 
expressed, through various activities, their solidarity with every cam- 
paign in Turkey. They have actively struggled especially against the 
organization of the faeciet NAP outeide Turkey. Communists aud party 
organizations both in Turkey and abroad are actively participating in 

all these activities. They are (?keeping up with) new forme of struggle 
within gase struggles. They are learning from the struggle of the masses 
and are in turn teaching the masses, They are trying to bring discipline, 
organization and consciousness into the struggles and to unite the 
struggle of the masses for da‘ly demands with their political struggles. 
The working clase and our people celebrated May Day, the unity, solidarity 
and etruggle day of the international class, under very difficult condi- 
tions thie year. The government and the martial law commands launched an 
extensive attack against all democratic forces and the working clase while 
May Day wae approaching. The administrators of the Progressive Youth 
Association were arrested and severely tortured. The Turkieh Labor Party 
and the headquarters of many unions were raided. Labor union administra- 
tore were taken into custody. May Day celebrations were banned in 30 
provinces. The working class and the toilers responded to these bans 

and to attempts by reactionaries to increase terror with their glorious 

30 April general strike. The TCP supported the statement issued by DISK 
and called for a general strike on 30 April. May Day celebrations held 
in varioue forms in several provinces turned out to be a nationwide anti- 
imperialist democratic people's struggle against U.S. imperialiem, NATO 
and the antipeople policy of the Demirel government. 


A mass rally and march were held in Mersin, called by DISK. Labor unions 
and progressive forces have closed their ranks in the successful 30 April 
general etrike and the May Day activities. They have acted against the 
effects of adventuriem and reformiem. The attacks and oppression which 
have been stepped up following May Day will be repelled through strength- 
ening the unity of action and through mass movements. All these develop- 
mente and the increasing clase struggle reflect serious sociopolitical 
crisis. An atmosphere conducive to return to a revolutionary situation 
hae been created in Turkey. Intense social clashes--incomparable with 
the current ones—-might be expected in the near future. This situation, 
above all, calls on the party to strengthen the subjective factors, to 
recruit millions of toilers to the democratic movement and prepare them 
for a revolutionary ascension.

Comrades, great duties befall our party under the current grave condi- 
tions. How can one solve the problem of uniting millions of workers, 
toilere and all the progressive forces of the community, of putting an 
end to the developing anti-people trend and of directing the masses 
toward a revolution’ 


The program and documente of our party show that the liberation of Turkey 
and our people depends upon the victory of the progressive democratic 
revolution toward socialiem. This revolution is the first phase of the 
whole revolutionary process. Achieving this revolution, which will pave 
the road to socialiem, depends upon gaining the active majority of the 
working clase and our people. Victory cannot be achieved if such « 
majority does not comprehend the necessity of a revolution. Our party is 
trying to unite all national democratic forces in a single front in a bid 
to achieve a progressive democratic revolution. Our party will continue 
to form this united front. This is our unchanging goal throughout our 
strategic progress. 


More intense efforte are necessary to make the masses understand this 
goal, which we are trying to explain through our propaganda and agita- 
tion activities based on their personal experiences. As the masses 
become gore active this duty gains more importance. Furthermore, the 
tactical goals lying ahead should be determined more accurately if the 
party fe to attain ite strategic goal. This duty can be fulfilled by 
linking current goale with the strategic goal. The masses that are 
recruited to the struggle with the aim of achieving their current requests 
can be directed toward revolutionary goals only based on their own 
experiences. 


Currently the party is faced with the duty of organizing a powerful demo- 
cratic movement. This is the emerging democratic platform that will unite 
all democratic forces to this end. 


To defend national independence and sovereignty against the increasing 
hegemony of imperialiem and NATO; to close down U.S. and NATO bases; 

to abolish bilateral agreements; to prevent Turkey from being dragged 
into new, aggressive military blocs; to struggle against the presence of 
imperialist monopolies in the country the Turkish Communist Party [TCP] 
is ready for unity of action with anyone who is opposed to the slavery 
agreements concluded with the United States and to U.S. and NATO bases. 


To defend democratic gains and positions against the semi-military regime 
of oppression; to struggle against all attacks launched by the govern- 
ment, the martial law command and fascist gangs; to struggle against the 
chauvinistic pressure on the Kurdish people; to repel the threat of 
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fasciem and of 4 reactionary military dictatorship the TCP is ready for 
unity of action with anyone who ie opposed to the state security courte, 
the estate of emergency and oppression bille and to all antidemocratic 
actions and who struggles for democratic rights and freedom. 


To defend Lhe economic and social righte and living conditions of the 
tollere againat the illegitimate profite of monopolies and attempts to 
make the tollere shoulder the burden of the economic crisis, the TCP 
ie ready fuc unity of action with anyone who is opposed to the current 
wagee, unemployment and the high cost of living. 


To insure world and regional peace and security against the mounting arms 
race and the threat of war; to etruggle against attempts to include 
Turkey in imperialiem's military provocations in our region in a bid to 
maintain good relations with our neighbors and socialist countries and 
primarily the Soviet Union the TCP ie ready for unity of action with 
anyone who is opposed to the deployment of U.S. nuclear missiles in 
Western Europe and to nuclear arms arsenals on our soil and who favors 
decreasing Turkey's large arms expenditures. 





Our current duty is to unite all forces opposed to the antipeople policy 
pursued by the Demirel government concerning the above-mentioned four 
points. Who are these forces? Comrades, replies to this question should 
be devoid of any sectari. approach. One might think of having the best 
of w.lites. However, we | now that in reality it does not exist. The duty 
of communietse is to corre tly determine their allies and to continuously 
try to improve their level during the struggle. There are forces that 
share--to a certain extent--the current goals that we have determined 

are worth struggling for. Some of these forces are capable of joining 

us on the road to socialism. Some might join us until a further demo- 
cratic phase. Others, though they have not yet fully comprehended the 
necessity of a revolution, are willing to unite in action to achieve 
various current goale. There are aleo those whose deeds are aimed at a 
conciliation with the policy of the ruling classes but whose statements-- 
to @ certain extent--reveal a rapprochement with our current goals. Such 
allies do not consider the revolution compatible with their class inter- 
ests. However, these same allies do not fully approve of the current 
antipeople policy. Let us take up these forces, starting from the very 
end. 








The TCP believes that the RPP can and should be part of the unity of 
action among ail the democratic forces that our party wishes to form 
againet the antipeople policy of the Demirel government. No doubt, the 
PPP is a bourgeois party. However, it is different from the reactionary 
bourgeois parties. There are those within the RPP administration who are 
directly connected with banks and monopolies. A section of the RPP grass 
roote ise composed of workers and peasants. However, the RPP majority is 
composed of the antimonopolist small and big bourgeoisie and the middle 
clase. The RPP administration aims at a conciliation between these forces 
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and the collaborationist, monopolist bourgeoisie, to repair cap.taliem, 
The RPP pursues a reformist bourgeois policy and ideology. It is wrong 
te view the RPP as a social democratic party. 


Me Marxiet-Leniniet view describes social democracy as an opportuniat 
trend within the working clase. There are euch social reformiat elements 
within the RPP. It ie clear that these elements enjoy the support of the 
 tivileged sector of the working class. However, the essence of the RPP 
program and policy does not reflect the interests of any sector of the 
working class. This party ie currently at a crossroad. It will either 
become the reserve party of foreign and local monopolies or it will defend 
the interests of the nonmonopolist bourgeoisie and the middle clases from 
an anti-imperialiat and democratic etand. Thie dilemma is the result of 
the conflict between the collaborationist monopolist bourgeoisie and the 
vonmonopolist bourgeoieie and the conflict's effect on the RPP. Recent 
‘(tempts by the monopolists have further exacerbated this dilemma. The 
we is currently drifting toward the right. Its reformist bourgeois 
polley fe opening the door to cooperation with reactionaries and not with 
the working class, thus exacerbating the conflicts within the RPP. 


) Long as the right wing, which pursues a policy in favor of the 
ollaborationist monopolist bourgeoisie and imperialism and which defends 
‘ATO, remains in the party administration a strategic cooperation with the 
wr te out of the question. In spite of this, the majority of the RPP 
erase roote is composed of different classes, among them the toilers. 
Each of these classes is opposed to the antipeople policy of the Demirel 
government=--a policy contrary to their interests. We have not forgotten 
the language u*ed and policy pursued by the RPP when it assumed power. 
However, communists should assess the current situation. An active 
policy should be pursued without misleading the RPP grass roote with false 
hopes. Lf we communists fulfill our duties, if we exert multifaceted 
efforts to pull the RPP to a democratic unity of action toward achieving 
current goale and if we explain to the masses the conciliatory policy of 
the RPP--and we are obliged to do all these--then either the RPP grass- 
roote tendencies will reflect to the administration or the right wing 
will further be alienated from its grass roots--which is a stronger 
possibility. The working class and its democratic movement will benefit 
‘rom this TCP policy. 


“here is an anti-imperialist antifascist and antimonopolist concentration 
within the RPP which is described as the left wing. This wing refers to 
the necessity for a unity of action with leftist forces outside the RPP. 
Thie wing is opposed to the cold war period being reintroduced by 
\operialiem and is struggling against che bilateral slavery agreement 

and bills of oppression. These forces are also opposed to the fascist 
Nationalist Action Party [NAP]. This wing can be included among the 
political forces of the national democratic front which aims at over- 
throwing the current antipeople regime and realizing the progressive 
democratic revolution toward socialism. No doubt, this wing has not yet 
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emerged as 4 complete political movement around an open platform. There 
are many differences of views within this wing. Whether or not this wing 
ie long-lasting and the shape it will assume in the future ie another 
iesve. The important aspect from the TCP viewpoint is to determine the 
existence of and follow the objective developments leading to such a 
political line within the RPP and to exert efforts toward recruiting 
these forces to the national democratic front. 


Comrades, our party ie showing @ clear goal to the masses as a way out of 
the current crisis. Thie goal ie to overthrow the current antipeople 
regime and to bring to power the national democratic forces. Making 
millions of tofilere and the destroyed middle class assimilate this 
revolutionary goal--given the current crises--is easier than when faced 
with calm and passive forces. This duty should be kept in mind at all 
times. However, « revolution cannot be achieved through wishes. Accord- 
ing to Lenin, the primary principle for a successful revolution is the 
masses’ realization--through personal experiences--that the revolution is 
necessary. Our party is now dealing with the current requests of the 
masses in order to gain the support of millions of toilers and of the 
national majority. The TCP is pursuing a policy of unity of action. 


We should deliver our strategic aim to the working clases and the masses 
through every struggle for current, economic, political and social 
demands. We should aleo ehow that there is no other way. 


Moreover, struggling is our primary duty in a bid to further increase the 
effectiveness of the TCP and strengthen its ties with the masses. Without 
this struggle, it would be naive to expect the bourgeoisie and petite 
bourgeoisie democratic political forces to cooperate with the communists 
and the nonproletarian sectors of the population to voluntarily (?aseume) 
the leadership of the working class. The establishment of the proletarian 
hegemony can be realized if the proletariat consistently defendse--under 
the leadership of the TCP--the democratic demands of the nonproletarian 
cLasees. 


Who will exercise hegemony? Will it be the bourgeoisie or the prole- 
tariat? This question cannot be answered here. In reply to this ques- 
tion, Lenin said that hegemony will be exercised by the one who struggles 
in the most energetic manner. While declaring that it is ready to unit« 
in action with the democratic forces as well as with the RPP for currerc 
goale, the TCP is confident that, based on its independent policy, the 
party is currently struggling and will continue to struggle in the most 
energetic manner.

[Text] Comrades, revolutionary Kurdish democrats play a great role in 
the unity of action of democratic forces. This role stems from the fact

that the Kurdieh national movement ie an indivisible part of the whole 
revolutionary process and that progressive tendencies are gaining atrength 
within the Kurdish movement as a result of clase differences. Ties to be 
eetablished with che Kurdieh national movement will have a strategic eig- 
nificance. Cooperation between the forces in question and communiete will 
become a etrong foundation for achieving the unity of action of extended 
democratic forces. The Turki#h Communist Party ie gradually establishing 
close ties wiih democratic forces within the Kurdish national movement. 
Relations are developing with the revolutionary democrats, the path to 
freedom, the revolutionary national democrat. and the independent revolu- 
tionary democrats. 


No doubt, it te impossible to achieve a radical solution to the national 
problem under the current conditions. The solution to thie problem 
depends upon the assumption of power by the national democratic forces 
and upon opening the road to and establishing socialism. The struggle 
against national oppression and chauvinism is included in the platform of 
democratic forces. No democrat can tolerate the economic, social, cul- 
tural and political oppression of the Kurdish nation and of national 
minorities. No one can turn a deaf ear to the requests by the Kurdish 
nation and national minorities for education and cultural development in 
their own language. No doubt, the communist view of the national prob- 
lem is not limited to thie framework but is based on Leninist principles. 


The TCP believes that the Kurdish nation should freely determine its own 
future; in other words, that it should have the right of separation and 
that it should have equal rights. Communists approach the national prob- 
lem for a historic viewpoint and in a concrete manner. It is not suffi- 
cient to reiterate principles. 


What kind of a solution do the interests of the progressive democratic 
revolution--which are of vital importance for both peoples--dictate? 
Comrades, the TCP Central Committee plenum should give the following reply 
to this question: The Kurdish national problem can be solved through 
regional autonomy during the forthcoming revolutionary phase. This solu- 
tion means that thie autonomous Turkish Kurdistan will voluntarily be 

part of the progressive democratic state, which is the state of the 
Turkish people, the Turkish and Kurdish nations and all national 
minorities. This solution is fully compatible with the interests of the 
Kurdish people. This solution is the most concrete and convenient way of 
attaining socialism for the workers and toilers of both nations. It is 
also a revolutionary solution in the interests of the regional revolu- 
tionary procese of the struggle against imperialism. It is fully compati- 
ble with the Leninist spirit of our party program. 


Our party is conecious of the fact that the solution of the national 
problem should be discussed at every concrete historic phase. We do not 
agree with the utopian and nationalistic view of a great Kurdistan 
expressed by some within the current Kurdish national movement. We do 
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not agree with the view that the Turkish and Kurdish peoples should wage 
separate etruggles for separate revolutions against a single ruling 
sovereign clase. We also believe that it ie totally detrimental to 
separate the Turkieh working clase into the Turki#h and Kurdish working 
claseee and to establish separate classe organizations based on two 
separate communiat parties. The concept of separate struggles is 
dangerous because it would divide the revolutionary struggle in our 
country. 


The struggle against U.S. imperialiem, NATO, the collaborationist bour- 
geolsie and big landowners is uniting the Turkish and Kurdish peoples 
against the bourgeotste. The clase struggle is uniting the Turkish and 
Kurdiahn workers. The TCP is the Marxist-Leninist party of revolutionaries 
from the Turkish and Kurdish nations and national minorities and of com 
ounists throughout Turkey. The autonomous Turkish Kurdistan inetead of 
the dream of great Kurdistan; the concept of incorporating the Kurdish 
national movement within the whole revolutionary process composed of two 
phases, namely the progressive democratic revolution and the socialist 
revolution, (instead of the view favoring two revolutions; a single inter- 
nationalist Marxist-Leninist proletarian party and a united syndical 
movement inscead of two communist parties and two s)ndical movements; a 
united etcuggle instead of separate struggles; this is the TCP stand. 


The TCP te obviously opposed to forcing this or that solution on the 
furdish nation. The TCP advocates a voluntary unity. On the other hand, 
che TCP does not link the nationalistic approach of certain Kurdish polit- 
Leal forces, which exprese the desire for a separation, with the Turkish 
cheuvintem. The TCP is struggling against all forms of oppression aimed 
at preventing the free expression of the stand adopted by these Kurdish 
political forces and against all indications of Turkish chauvinisa. 
However, our party has not put an end to its ideological struggle against 
anti-Leninist views which do not approach the national problem from the 
viewpoint of history and class. Our relations with various Kurdish revo- 
lutionary democratic forces with which we have established a unity of 
action are based on the principle of unified action and ideological strug- 
gie. Naturally, special care should be shown to insure that our ideologi- 
cal struggle is constructive and that it strengthen the unity of action. 
Special care should also be shown to their national (?sensitivity). 


The TCP, while establishing a unity of action with Kurdish democrats, 
continues ite struggle for the class demands of Kurdish toilers. The 
TCP supporte the demand for land by Kurdish peasants. The land would be 
taken from big owners, the remmants of the feudal system. The TCP always 
oeare in mind that the peasant problem is the essence--from the viewpoint 
of clase--of the national problem. 


Comrades, a unity of action among democratic forces, no doubt, first and 
foremost depends upon achieving a unity of action among the various 
parties of the working class. In addition to the Marxist-Leninist party 
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of the working class, the Turkish Labor Party and the Turkish Socialiet 
Workere Party, which are legally functioning within the working clase 
movement, play a great role in the unity of action among democratic 
forces. These parties are based on MarxiemLeniniem and aim at achieving 
eoclaliam, The current fteeue ie to formulate a joint policy among the 
various parties of the working class in a bid to achieve unity of action 
by the wide-ranging democratic forces. 


ow can one struggle againet the current antipeople collaborationiat 
reactionary government and its tyranny? With whom should one cooperate 
and to what end? The TCP has a clear reply to these questions. A demo- 
ratic unity of action against the antipeople policy. The strategic aim 
of our party ie to overthrow the monopolist bourgeoisie and the big land- 
whers who are in cooperation with imperialism. The current issue is to 
secure unity of action by the wide-ranging democratic forces against the 
antipeople policy of the Demirel government. A unity of action should be 
sought with all those who are opposed to the policy of the collaboration- 
ist government. The current aim of this unity of action is to prevent 
(urther dependence on imperialism and further tyranny, to secure better 
Living conditions for the people and to struggle against the illegal 
profits of monopolies. 


The current aim in foreign policy is to put an eid to the dangerous 
development of events regarding peace and seci:iicy. The major duty of 
thie unity of action is to gain the support of the active mejority of 

our people and the working clase for revolutionary purposes and to build 

2 mationel democratic front and secure the unity of the working class in 
order to wage struggle. Political unity of action with the national 
democratic forces is a means for establishing an alliance between classes. 


The unity of action to be formed against the antipeople policy of the 
present reactionary government could embrace the widest democratic forces 
including forces whose interests do not lie in the revolution or who have 
not yet acknowledged the necessity of the revolution and could activate 
che masses. Naturally, we take into account the current balance of forces 
and we know that the duty of indirectly seizing the power is not included 
in the agenda. This is why the establishment of a unity of action that 
does not yet aim to attain a progressive democratic revolution does not 
yet mean that the national democratic front has been formed. However, 
thie unity of action will constitute a significant step toward a national 
democratic front. 


The formation of such an active democratic movement today is closely 
related to the development of the unity of action among the different 
forces of the working class. The unity of action among those in favor 
of unity and solidarity, the TLP and the TSWP could create a focal point 
for all democratic forces. The relations between the Kurdish democrats 
and these political forces and the anti-imperialist and democratic atti- 
tude of the left wing of the RPP indicate that thie duty is being 
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acknowledged. Apart from thie, there are petit bourgeois revolutionary 
forces opposed to the Maolete and the terrorist groupe--which are gaining 
in number--that could also be included in the unity of action. 





The hegemony of the imperialiete, oppression and terroriem is rapidly 
increasing. Democratic freedoms are being dangerously limited. Pro- 
fascist forces are becoming increasingly aggressive. Under these condi- 
tions, the current goale cited by our party can only be attained through 
the powerful struggles of the masses. This is why work should be con- 
etantly undertaken to organize acts of local labor resistance and to 
heighten preparations to lead all these acts of resistance toward nation- 
wide general strike. Our attention should be focused on the resistance 
of the masses. The smallest resistance could unexpectedly activate the 
masses. Party organizations and all communists should lead all actions 
and try to spread and intensify these actions. They should organize the 
new forces that will emerge from the masses in a more energetic manner.

[Text ) The Unity of the Working Class 


Comrades, since the Central Committee plenum was held in 1978, our party 
hae exerted great efforts to insure the unity of the working class. Sig- 
nificant steps have already been taken among the various parties of the 
working class toward thie goal. This does not mean that there are no 
difficulties and no problems to be overcome and solved. it is only natu- 
ral that divergencies of view persist in some fields. However, the course 
of developments is becoming apparent. The tendency toward unity among 
the Turkish working class is gaining strength, as proved in the recent 
actions to protest imperialism, NATO, the brutal oppression of the 
collaborationist and monopolist bourgeoisie, unemployment and the high 
cost of living and to support peace, national independence, democratic 
rights and liberties. Workers, youths, women, the Turkish Labor Party 
and the Turkish Soctalist Workers Party are all participating in these 
mass actions. 


Comrades, we do not, naturally, expect our old differences with these 
parties to disappear in a day. However, it would be wrong to assume 

that these differences are so great that they cannot be settled. Dif- 
ferences which once emerged as primary problems have now lost their 
importance or have been completely eliminated. The best example of 

this development is the change taking place within the TLP. Currently 
the TLP is reviewing its basic strategies, adopting new positions in such 
matters as the stages of the revolution, the fronts and allies to be 
joined as well as of its methods of struggling and organizational work. 





[t is clear, nevertheless, that even euch positive developments are not 
free of undeserved attacks against the basic political policies of the 
Turkish Communist Party. Stands which are not fitting for those joined 
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in a cause are being adopted. What should we-~che communiste--do in the 
face of euch a eaitnuation? Undoubtedly, we must continue to patiently 
explain to them the Leniniet policies of our party. Such a stand is 
inapired by our deep belief in the revolutionary and scientific founda- 
tions of our policies, 


Ouring the firet years of the TCP, the problem of the legalization of our 
party emerged as a main iesue. This situation is still continuing because 
ot the dangerous deprivations imposed by the bourgeois democracy. In 
vrder to confront the reactionary terror with revolutionary action, it is 
imperative to eliminate the bourgeois inspired prejudices which have been 
rooted in the minds of millions of workers. However, changes which have 
occurred in the present situation should be taken into consideration while 
waging the struggle for the legalization of our party. There were those 
ia the past who avoided the illegal party and exerted efforts to organize 
-.@ working class through legal means only. No followers of this view 
remain, 


Through the devoted and relentless efforts of our members, an ({lilegal 
viganization which has taken root among the masses has been established. 
‘ne tesue of legalizing the party did not evoke an important reaction 
awong the politically aware sector of the working class. The workers 
parties, which are legally active today, support the unity of action of 
the working class. As a result, the unity of action among the working 
class 1s progressing. That is why we consider the struggle against the 
vourgeois inspired prejudices of legalizing the party part and parcel of 
tae baste education of the masses. This struggle should be conducted as 
4 weans of strengthening of the working class' struggle for the unity of 
action. This problem should be solved in a way that will provide the 
political unity of the working class under the present circumstances. 


the banning of the TCP is not an antidemocratic implementation which con- 
cerns our party only. This is the most brutal ban ever imposed by the 
ruling classes against the democratic forces and our people. The con- 
clusion to be reached is the fact that it is imperative to further 
strengthen the illegal organization work now against the oppressive 
methods of the sovereign forces. Lenin says that even in the most dem- 
cratic of countries in which the communist parties are allowed to operate 
legally, the communists should not completely give up illegal organiza- 
tion. This view is much more valid for our country. While conducting 
ite organization work, the TCP is not using legal means only. Legal 
‘rameworks can never completely determine the political forces of a 
‘ountry. The organization of our party is primarily the result of the 
country's political conditions. 





Given the current conditions, a workers movement that is not under the 
administration of the TCP--which is functioning illegally--cannot wage 
the necessary struggle against the extreme tyranny of the sovereign 
classes, cannot secure a continuous struggle and cannot effectively unite 
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the democratic forces. Meanwhile, we will not postpone efforts to secure 
the right of the TCP to function legally until the laws are amended, 

Class struggle experiences in many countries prove that all antidemocratic 
lawe remain on paper if suitable political conditions are created. Suit- 
able political conditions can be created through strengthening the TCP, 
securing the unity of action of the working class and initiating a uni- 
fied, active democratic movement. The TCP has, for many years, waged an 
arduous struggle against liquidation [as heard] based on renouncing the 
t{llegal struggle and on class cooperation with the bourgeoisie. This 
struggle has always been and will always remain on the party agenda, 





However, now a definite etruggle against counterliquidation has also 
become a current issue. Efforts exerted by a group called "The Voice of 
the Worker” to undermine the slogan "Freedom to the TCP" and the right to 
function legally prove the necessity for the struggle against counter- 
liquidation. Those who are engaged in such idle leftist talk do not use- 
lesaly attack the unity of action among the parties of the working class, 
because the harmonious implementation of the legal and illegal struggles 
currently waged by the working class movement can achieve a most effec- 
tive level through the strengthening of the unity of action and through 

a gradual transition toward political unity. 


Even during its phase toward a leap forward, in which the party raised 

its banner against the tendency toward legality and channeled all its 
forces toward strengthening the illegal party organizations, the TCP did 
not (?rule out) the possibility of a legal working class party. The 
principle of the existence of a single communist party in a country is a 
basic one. The existence of a legal, unified working class mass party, 
which is willing to fight in close cooperation with the TCP, does not 
contradict TCP principles. It shows the concrete form of the TCP prin- 
ciple of a single communist party under the current conditions in Turkey. 
So long as legal and parliamentary possibilities are not totally exhausted, 
no communist party can renounce its activities in these fields. Although 
the TCP is an illegal party, it has, for years, exploited legal organiza- 
tional possibilities and has implemented different forms of struggle, 
including the parliamentary one. No doubt, the problem of better 
exploiting these possibilities remains to be solved. The solution of this 
problem is closely linked with the problem of the political unity of the 
working class parties. 





Comrades, tnere are times when totally unfounded statements are made about 
the TCP policy concerning the unity of action of the working class. What 

is the most appropriate reply to arguments about lack of sincerity, hegemony 
and the (?7elimination) of allies? The best reply is to submit to all 
workers parties a concrete and tangible plan on political unity and to 
implement it by overcoming, step by step, every subjective obstacle. We 
believe that such a plan should take into account the conditions in our 
country, should aim at establishing a direct relation between legal and 
illegal organizations and should, on the one hand, base its actions on 
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concrete developments achieved in the field of — of action and, on 
the other, try to eliminate division within the wo movement. 


Stepe taken eo far toward achieving unity of action have opened a great 
horizon in front of the working clase movement. The developing rela~ 
tions among the TCP, the TSWP and those who are in favor of wiity and 
solidarity have ripened the possibility of creating a unified, lege! 
working clase party of the maseee in our country. Workers parties cur 
rently share the same view on the following point: They can see that the 
masses that believe in socialiet ideale have not become an organised 
power. 


It ie necessary to form the shape of the political organization, which 
will embrace many centuries, and to end any narrowmindedness about legal 
organisation. The TCP will do everything in ite power to solve thie 
problem in solidarity with the legal labor movement. Such 4 development 
depende--firet and foremost--on the elimination of the differences of 
opinion between the TCP and the labor parties on the basis of Marxiet~ 
leniniest and proletarian internationalist principles. Under current 
conditions, it is possible to reach an agreement on euch a platform, and 
it ia the joint desire of the pertinent parties. 


Moreover, the total elimination of the differences of opinion could only 
be attained through the intensification and perpetuation of the process 
of unity of action on every level. The current duty of our party con- 
sists of exerting every possible effort to insure the step by step 
orogrese of this process. The goal of exerting efforts to eliminate 

dt fferences of opinion and to insure that the legal and political 
organization of the working class reaches 4 unified and massive level! 

le @ realistic goal. However, the various steges within the process 
cannot be omitted in accordance with special wishes. 


The issues of unity of action and political unity constitute topics of 
discussion for different circles. The viewpoints expressed during these 
discussions are worth studying.

Comrades, the working clase ite the primary force struggling against the 
exacerbation of the economic crisie and the attacks by martial law 
enforcers, the pro-American government and the collaborationist monopolies. 
Our party organizations and the communists constitute the center of thie 
atruggle. These hareh conditions of struggle make the unity of action 

in the eyndical movement more constructive. 


Tene of thousands of workers are striking. The success of these etrikes 
ie a fundamental responsibility. Syndical gains, the right to strike 
and the right to eign collective wage contracts are being threatened. 
Success in averting these threate depends on strengthening the strikes 
and concentrating the resistance of the toilers around these strikes. 
Thies can be achieved much more effectively through syndical unity of 
action. 


Syndical unity of action signifies--firet and foremost--unity of action 
between DISK and TURK-IS (Turkish Confederation of Labor], since most 
union workere are members of one of these two confederations. Communiste 
should explain thie fact to workers and show that this syndical action 
front constitutes a great power in ineuring the success of the strikes 
and in preventing the enactment of antiworker laws. The syndical unity 
of the future is inconceivable in the absence of such a revolutionary 
unity avareness. 


Aithough the problems within DISK have not yet entirely been solved, there 
are positive developments. It has, to some extent, been understood that 
the moves to expel clase unions are very dangerous and MADEN-IS | Turkish 
Mine, Metal, Metal Worke and Machine Industry Workers Union), BANK-SEN 
{Bank Workers Union| and BAY-SEN [?Public Works Ministry Construction 
Workers Union) have resumed their honorable places within DISK. 


The TURK-IS administration is occasionally forced--under pressure from 
its grassroots and several unions--to criticize the policy of the govern- 
ment. Even the TURK-IS administration is forced to talk about a general 
etrike as a result of the masses’ desire for a general strike. 


Various stepe are taken by unions affiliated with DISK or TURK-IS and 
independent unions toward unity of action. However, the DISK administra- 
tion i# not actively participating in the moves toward syndical unity of 
action. It is not exerting sufficient efforts to draw TURK~-IS into unity 
of action. It te not taking all the steps necessary to strengthen the 
mity of DISK. We have, especially recently, witnessed that en increas- 
ing number of deviant leftist groups are being squeezed into the ranks 

of DISK. These groups, which are divided into thousands of fragmente, 
are damaging the labor movement. 
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The intimate relations of the TURK<15 adminietration with the fascist 
Nationalist Action Party and the former's secret negotiations with the 
government present a great threat to our working clase. The attitude of 
the TURK-18 administration should be exposed to the masses at every con- 
crete opportunity, Purthermore, the TURK-18 administrators should be 
forced to renounce their meaningless worde and demagogy, to heed the 
voloe of hundreds of thousands of workers and to act in accordance with 
the real wishes of the graesroote. 


Recently, there have been signe that RPP adminietratore are attempting to 
divide DISK and TURK-15 by setting up so-called workers’ committees. The 
attempt to equeeze social reformiem into the ranke of the working clase 
should be prevented. These divisive moves should be averted and unity 

of action should be strengthened in thie aim. Attempts should be made 

to counter the antiworker attacks of the likes of Koc and Sabanci through 
unity of action. 


The tendencies of unity within the syndical movement are being strength- 
ened primarily by the consistent struggles of the communists. Communiete 
are aleo charged with strengthening the positione of our party within the 
eyndical movement. This is valid for all unione, regardless of whether 
ite administration is conciliatory, social reformist or reactionary. 
Working within TURK-IS has, at this stage, become an even more construc- 
tive necessity. There should not be one union in which communiete are not 
active. 


Whatever the sphere of influence, the communists should express solidarity 
with unfoniete and workers affiliated with the Turkish Labor Party and the 
lurkiesh Socialist Workers Party. if these parties become stronger by 
struggling, within the syndical movement, against deviant leftists, social 
reformies and all kinds of reactionary movements, then the communists are 
not end cannot be at all concerned about it. This would constitute «a 
development in favor of our working classe. The important thing is that 
this development should not weaken the communists’ positions. This can 
be achieve? through the more energetic and active work of our party. 


Syndical democracy is 4 very important principle for the work of our 

party within the working clase. This principle should always be defended 
everywhere. Classe unions should establish this principle in an irrevoceble 
manner. The flag of syndical democracy should be raised in unions with 
reactionary administrations.

Comrades, peasante are the fundamental allies of the working clase. The 
alliance of millions of peasante~~excluding the big landownere=-with the 
working clase will form the baeis of the national democratic front. The 
progressive democratic revolution for socialiem cannot be successful 
without the support of the broad peasant masses. Even today, the demo~- 
cratic unity of action against the antipeople policy of the reactionary 
government cannot succeed without embracing the majority of the peasante 
and their organizations. 


Out activities in the rural section are still weak. The iesue of organi- 
zation among the peasant masses ie one of the primary iesues on our 
agenda. The effectiveness of the Turkish Communist Party ie increasing 
among village teachere and the health and technical officials assigned to 
villages.

Their ranks are increasing and becoming stronger with every 
passing day. The unity of action among different democratic and pro- 
gressive youth organizations is becoming more intense. The Turkish youth 
movement is now faced with the duty of legally reorganizing this powerful 
and active mass in accordance with existing conditions. A single, 
countrywide, massive, unified and legal organization should join the 
forces of the PYM, the Young Vanguards Association, the Socialist Youth 
Unity, the Kurdish Democratic Youth and the RPP Youth. It should include 
in ite ranke the masse of youths who have been carried away by deviant 
leftist groups. Doubtless, the young people who have dedicated then- 
selves to the struggle of the working classe constitute the reserve force 
of our party, even under these conditions. 














The banning of the [KD [Progressive Women's Association) hae not halted 
the activities of the progressive women. They were able to continue 
their struggle vithin new conditions, gaining valuable experiences. The 
eetabliehment of @ united, mase and legal women's organization will 
etrengcthen the unity of action among the various democratic and progres~ 
sive women's associations. Such « mase organization should include 
members of the IKD, the Turkish Labor Party, the Turkieh Communiet Party, 
Kurdish democratic revolutionaries ae well ae the RPP and women not 
affiliated with any association. Our party should now devote more atten- 
tion to and consider the women's movement move important. Thie is a 
great responsibility which our party should shoulder. for yeare com 
wunieste have been active in masse associations--even if led by reac~ 
tionaries--in a bid to bring the most conscious and active forces into 
the party. Thies activity will gain in strength among existing women and 
youth organizations, thus greatly reinforcing our party, the workers 
movement and our people's liberation struggle without damging the inde- 
pendence ani unity of these associations. 


Comrades, the teachers movement is an important factor in our people's 
atruggle for national independence and for democracy. Taking advantage 
of the factionaliem among the progressive youths, the bourgeois forces 
pursued a policy of liquidation and banned TOB-DER [Turkish Teachers 
Unity and Solidarity Association). This has seriously damaged che 
democratic teachers movement. Today it is imperative to establish a 
united and mass legal teachers association. To eliminate the subjective 
impediments on the road to a progressing process of unity of action 
among teachers is the TCP's task more than it is anyone elee's task. 
Thle unity of action and linking associations of civil servants based on 
professions in a confederation, would provide suitable grounde for fors- 
ing @ nationwide, united, masse and legal organization of all civil 
servants. The effective contribution of associations of technical ele- 
mente to the democratic movement would depend on the success of steps 
taken to obtain a unity of action in these associations. 


Comrades, the new development in the international situation and the 
great dangers our country is facing because of imperialism heighten the 
importance of the peace movement. It is imperative to strengthen the 
Peace Council Association by increasing ite effectiveness and respectabil- 
ity. Positive steps have been taken during the last congress of this 
association to strengthen the unity of action. Presently, prospects have 
grown better for further strengthening the Turkish peace movement. As in 
the past, spreading the peace govement among the widest possible masses 
and ite progress on a consistent path still primarily depends on the 
communists.

(Text) Comrades, while assessing our party's work during the last period, 
reference must be made to the ISCININ SESI [THE WORKER'S VOICE newspaper) 
group, which settled in London and which pursued a defeatist, factional 
and adventurous policy. This group--which includes our party members-- 
became active following the 1978 Central Committee plenum, covertly 
trying to spread among party members a separate ideological and political 
platform, which they developed in 1977. This platform contradicts several 
pointe of the Leninist stand of our party and primarily of the unity of 
the working clase and of the national democratic front policies, deviating 
from the leftist positions of Leniniem. During 1978 and particularly 
during the first part of 1979, this group tried to spread ite adventurous 
and factional views by hiding behind the party's policies. The regional 
secretaries and mass affairs officials who met with the political committee 
members denounced these views being imposed on the party members. 


Veli Dureun, who led this group, was removed from his duties. This was a 
unanimous decision by the Central Committee members. Feeling that their 
plan wae foiled, the group openly revolted against the party. They 
resumed the publication of ISCININ SESI newspaper, as an organ hostile 

to the party, using the tactics of lies and of contradicting Lenin 
through Lenin. They refused to comply with the Politburo directive to 
stop publishing the newspaper. As a result, the Politburo considered 














thie a reason for definitely ousting Veli Dursun and the London committee 
members who supported him for acting againet party discipline and the 
leadereiip and for slandering the party. Tey were removed from party 
membership and the London committee wae dissolved. The same decision was 
implemented by various party organizations against the few membere who, 
under the provocations of thie group, tried to break party discipline 
and were ousted from the party. 


Comrades, the results of this etruggle waged againet thie group for «a 
year are quite clear. Our party organizations, which are tightly linked 
to the Central Committee, have thwarted the divistoniet and adventurous 
plote of this group. The united and Leninist forces of our party have 
been ab'e to defeat this antiparty group in the party organization at 
large. All our party organizations have unanimously denounced this 

group as hostile to the unity of the working class, to the front of the 
national democratic forces and to the unity of our party. This group has 
been completely isolated from the workers, women and youth movements. 


This antiparty group has not been able to achieve ite aims. it tried to 
abolish the democratic centraliem within the party, to create an atmos- 
phere of chaos as seen among deviationists, to weaken the party and 
undermine it in the face of the aggressive ruling classes’ attacks. The 
objective of this treacherous group was to separate the Turkish Communist 
Party from the meses, to deprive it of its supporters, to obstruct the 
rapidly developing unity of action movement among the working class and 
to drag the party, or those members that they could deceive, into the 
adventures of a handful of terrorist organizations whose antirevolutlonary 
faces have now been revealed. But the group could not achieve its objec- 
tives. The number of TCP members who followed this treacherous group was 
negligible compared with the crushing majority of the party that opposed 
it. On the contrary, the Leninist unity of our party was further 
strengthened. 


There are lessons to be learned from the action of these persons who 
challenged the authority of the Central Committee and the strength of the 
party's solidarity. The struggle has been waged in the open, and the 
enemies of the party have openly said all they had to say. The organs 

of the bourgeoisie, the Maoist newspapers have spread the views of this 
group to quarters that their organs could never reach. The result is 
clear: Efforts toward divisionism and defeatism have suffered a strong 
blow. Since the ruling classes and Maoists recognize the freedom for 
divisionism that the party organizations refuse, there should be no 
complaints. 


Comrades, those who conspired against the party at a time when our party 
was under fire from ail sides have not been able to achieve their goals. 
Nevertheless, it cannot be claimed that our party suffered no damage at 
all. The ruling classes, Maoists and the deviationist groups used the 
publications and activities of this group as a means for attacking the TCP. 
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That le why we must now assess the struggle waged against the antiparty 
groupe and reach the necessary conclusions. 


The firat of these te connected with the unavoidable results of oppor- 
tuntem. it te no mere coincidence that thie group hase emerged at a time 
when the clase struggle has entered a critical stage, with the crises 
exacerbated and the emall bourgeo‘sie vacillating. This group firet 
emerged with an ideological, political platform which contradicted Lenin- 
item and the party line in several pointe. Later, it engaged in antiparty 
activities and did ite best to divide it. However, it ended up as a tool 
in the hands of the ruling classes and Maoists for attacking the TCP, and 
later it deteriorated. 


The second conclusion to be reached is connected with the role ideological 
activities play in ineuring our party's unity. This incident should remind 
all communists that ideological work and activities, the delay in provid- 
ing emerging problems with Leninist solutions as soon as possible and the 
leaving of other problems in abeyance benefits only the enemies of the 


party. 


The third conclusion is connected with the stand to be adopted toward 
opportunist trends and various other ideas within the party. Our party 
hee dealt with the opposing stands of the group in question since 1977 
and has mad. efforts to harmonize articles in the ISCININ SESI with 
ATILLIM [LEAP], our organ. Verbal explanations have been accompanied by 
articles in ATILIM on this subject. Prior to the Politburo meeting of 
1979. some of the allegations by this group had already been condemnec. 
The i feological struggle against thie group has continued through the 
prese and the radio after the Politburo meeting and in accordance with 
decisions reached there. Nevertheless, not grasping the importance of 
ideological etruggle within the party, the political organs of our party 
did not deal fundamentally with the wrong views of this group from the 
very beginning. Experience proves that opportunist views must first be 
defeated through an ideological struggle, and disciplinary action must 
only be taken against those who insist on hostility against the party. 
tc ie imperative to separate those who are devoted to Leninism and to 
our party from the constant enemies of the party. To deal relentlessly 
and patiently with each and every one of them, trying to answer clearly 
questions that might have come to their minds to convince them of the 
truth of the party line, and to provide their return to the fold, is a 
principal task. 


Comrades, though they have been defeated in the organizational field, the 
ideological fight against the antiparty group is continuing and it will 
continue. Currently, all our party organizations and our press organs 
are engaged in a struggle to crush this group ideologically. 


lt i# aleo a task of the communists to show the right way to those who 
have been deceived by the enemies of the party and to allow the return 
to the party of those who have admitted their mistake. 
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Comrades, the TCP owes ite continuous development and progress tu the 
revolutionary leape forward it hae undertaken, ite loyalty to the prin- 
ciples of Marxiem-Leniniem and proletarian internationaliem and the 
disciplined front line activities among the masses carried out by ite 
members with sacrifices. The party organizations have always adhered to 
the principle of meticulously implementing, in accordance with concrete 
conditions, the decisions made by the Central Committee, the plenum and 
the Politburo. Party members and party organizations have adopted a 
decisive stand against deviationist movements encountered in ideological, 
political and organizational fields, defeatiste, all kinds of opportuntenm, 
those who wish to degenerate Marxiem-Leniniem through deceit and hypoeriey 
and those who collaborate with the police and MIT. This struggle waged 
againet deviant movements has further strengthened the Leninist unity of 
our party. This struggle has aleo etrengthened the ideological develop- 
ment of communists and party members and has increased their endurance 

in other struggles. 


The TCP is undergoing a speedy process of development and strengthening. 
This growth is continuing together with the implementation of the party 
policy of achieving a unity of action, thus creating various new problems. 
Steps taken toward a unity of action present a risk. The Seventh Comintern 
Congress justifiably warned that the broad implementation of the single 
front tactic will increase dangers. This warning is still valid. The 
danger presented is significant. However, the existence of danger should 
not cause us to retreat. Lenin says: There is no form of etruggle or 
political situation which does not pose a danger. The question is to 
clearly assess the situation. The struggle against all forms of political 
sectarianiem and our unity with the masses can abolish all obstacles 
blocking the road to a unity of action. However, if ideological activ- 
ities are not linked with the duty of increasing the level of the 
ideological struggle (?in the country) then the sprouting of various 
rightist opportunist tendencies becomes inevitable. The opposite might 
aleo prove to be the case. If the party policy of unity of action is not 
explained i: its revolutionary context, then leftist opportunist movements 
might also te encouraged. Therefore, currently our party's primary prob- 
lem is to reise the quality of ideological activities. 


Comrades, tie TCP is a Marxist-Leninist party. It is an indivisible part 
of the international communist movement. The TCP was born together with 
the Great Socialist October Revolution. Since then the party has strug- 
gied in the footsteps of Lenin's party. The ideological activities of our 
party and its struggle should be in line with this glorious history and 
the traditional arduous class struggle. Party cadres working in the 
ideological field are charged with multiplying their efforts. We have 
many shortcomings in this field. Every weakness in the field of ideo- 
logical work adversely affects our party and the struggle of the working 
class. A totally new concept and work method is necessary. Meaningless 
idle talk at all levels should be ended. A high theoretical level should 
be achieved and propaganda and agitation work should be based on our party 
policy and should be comprehensible to the masses. 
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Our comrades working in ideological organizations should adopt an active 
atand in the face of new problems and should, with full energy, analyze 
these problems. No problem should be left unanswered. We need develop- 
ment in all fields. We cannot let anyone conceal shortcomings and mis- 
takes. Self-eatiafaction does not serve our goals. The essence of 
Marxiem-Leniniem calle for critictem, Rectifying ideological work is, 
in a way, @ question of cadres. However, it is not one involving desk 
work, Lt te a question of cadres linked with the masses. There are such 
cadres in our party and w will make use of them in the best possible 
manner. We will further strengthen all ideological organizations and 
publications, primarily the central party organ, ATILIM. 


Interparty training is one of our basic problems. Training should be 
planned, gradual and organized by headquarters. All party members~-- 
without exception--should be subject to a basic training. Our cadres 

are going through all struggles and being exposed to rich experiences. 

Now they should be trained with additional efforte and armed with 
Marxist-Leninist doctrines. However, party organizations, administrators 
and militants, in addition to experience and knowledge should also possess 
political intuition in order to carry out their political activities. The 
ability to act boldly and make the right decision when faced with solving 
complicated political problems should be the Leninist characteristic of 
every communist. This is a requisite of leadership. It is necessary to 
create the possibility to secure such creative and capable cadres. 


Comrades, the TCP is training its members and the working class in 
accordance with Lenin's principles of proletarian internationalism. The 
Turkish working class continues to raise the banner of internationalist 
solidarity with world revolutionary forces.

(Text) We have successfully concluded the second Central Committee plenum 
held since the party conference in 1977.

birthday of Lenin. We made decisions on the solutions of the problems. 
There is now a new horizon in front of our party and our working class. The 
plenum was held on the basis of loyalty to Leninism, of careful and sctenti- 
fice approach to the problems and of revolutionary struggle principles. 


The Leninist ideological, political and organizational unity of the Turkish 
Communist Party [TCP] on its 60th anniversary was clearly reflected through 
the extensive discussions con ’:cted throughout the plenum. The unanimously 
adopted decisions further strengthened the unity of the party. The plenum 
represents all communists with the chief duty of strengthening the TCP-—-the 
Marxist-Leninist party of the working class--in all its aspects. 


The plenum further developed and enriched the national democratic front policy, 
which comprises the cornerstone of our party policy.
